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This  institution  was  established  in  1848,  and  for  nearly  forty 
years  was  known  as  Houlton  Academy.  In  1887  its  name  was 
changed  to  Ricker  Classical  Institute,  in  honor  of  Rev.  Joseph 
Ricker,  D.D.,  a  warm  friend  and  generous  benefactor,  to  whom 
the  institution  is  largely  indebted  for  its  growth  and  prosperity. 
It  is  located  at  Houlton,  Me.,  a  wide-awake  New  England  town 
of  about  four  thousand  inhabitants,  situated  in  Aroostook  County 
and  accessible  by  the  New  Brunswick  and  Bangor  &  Aroostook 
Railroads.  The  school  buildings  are  in  the  center  of  the  town, 
upon  high  ground,  commanding  a  wide  view  over  a  fertile  country. 
With  a  permanent  endowment  of  $30,000,  a  corps  of  excellent 
teachers,  five  well-arranged  courses  of  study,  and  finely  equipped 
buildings,  this  school  offers  facilities  for  gaining  an  academic 
education  unsurpassed  by  any  in  the  state,  and  that,  too,  at  a  very 
low  cost. 

BUILDINGS. 

Wording  Hall  is  made  of  brick  and  freestone,  is  modern  in 
architecture,  and  is  furnished  with  the  most  modern  appliances. 
It  is  constructed  upon  hygienic  principles,  and  with  every  pro- 
vision for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  pupils.  It  contains 
twenty  rooms  for  various  purposes,  and  is  fully  adequate  to  the 
needs  of  the  school. 

A  large  hall,  with  a  seating  capacity  of  five  hundred,  adds 
much  to  the  value  of  this  building.  Here  the  anniversary  and 
other  public  exercises  are  held,  the  scholars  meet  in  occasional 
social  gatherings,  and  the  whole  school  assembles  once  a  day  for 
calisthenic  drill. 

There  is  also  a  well-equipped  dormitory  for  the  use  of  teachers 
and  pupils.  We  feel  that  the  school  can  now  recommend  itself  to 
the  confidence  of  the  most  thoughtful  parent.  Whereas,  formerly, 
pupils  have  been  obliged  to  board  among  strangers,  often  at  so 
great  a  distance  from  the  school  that  attendance  was  impossible  on 
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stormy  days,  and  have  been  so  scattered  that  the  teachers  could 
not  have  so  much  care  for  their  physical  and  social  comfort  as  they 
might  wish,  the  dormitory,  only  a  dozen  rods  from  the  Institute, 
is  now  a  convenient  home  for  students,  where  they  may  associate 
with  their  teachers  and  school-mates. 

The  dormitory  contains  forty  rooms,  including  those  occupied 
by  the  Principal  and  other  teachers,  a  kitchen,  dining-room, 
students'  parlor,  and  twenty  rooms  for  students'  private  use. 

There  are  three  bath-rooms  always  heated  and  supplied  with 
hot  and  cold  water.  The  building  is  heated  throughout  by  steam. 
Every  room  in  the  building  is  light,  airy,  and  sunny,  and  in  every 
respect  convenient  and  pleasant.  No  effort  will  be  spared  by  the 
teachers  to  care  for  the  comfort  and  health  of  those  who  come 
under  their  charge. 

PURPOSE. 

The  purpose  of  this  school  is,  primarily,  to  fit  yoimg  men  and 
women  for  college.  For  this  purpose  it  has  been  endowed,  and 
its  instructors,  believing  that  a  preparation  for  a  life  of  usefulness 
in  any  calling  can  be  made  in  no  better  way  than  by  a  college 
training,  will  use  every  effort  to  persuade  students  to  enter  the 
college  course.  But,  while  emphasizing  the  college  preparatory 
department,  the  school  also  aims  to  meet  the  demands  of  those 
whose  education  must  be  limited  to  an  academic  course,  or  who 
wish  to  fit  themselves  for  teachers  or  for  a  business  life. 

COURSES. 

There  are  five  courses  of  study  ;  namely,  a  College  Preparatory, 
an  English  and  Scientific,  and  an  Academic  Course,  of  four  years 
each,  a  Normal  Course  of  three  years,  and  a  Commercial  Course, 
which  may  be  completed  as  quickly  as  the  student  is  able  to  do 
the  work. 

The  College  Course  includes  not  only  the  Greek,  Latin,  and 
Mathematics  required  for  admission  to  college,  but  also  such 
English  branches  as  lie  at  the  foundation  of  correct  writing  and 
speaking. 

The  English  and    Scientific   Course,  as  its  name  implies, 
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embraces  tlie  sciences  and  English  branches,  although,  as  will  be 
seen,  French  may  be  substituted  for  one  study  during  two  years. 

The  Academic  Course  is  designed  more  especially  for  young 
ladies  who  wish  to  study  Latin,  but  do  not  have  a  college  educa- 
tion in  view.  During  two  years  French  may  be  substituted  for 
the  English  branch  designated  in  the  course. 

NORMAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Normal  Course,  introduced  at  the  beo-innino;  of  the  fall 
term,  1889,  is  now  firmly  established  as  an  important  part  of  the 
Institute.  It  is  supported  by  the  state,  and  is  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  State  Superintendent. 

The  two  things  necessary  to  make  successful  teachers  are : 
first,  accurate  and  comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  subject  taught, 
and,  second,  skill  to  impart  this  knowledge  to  others.  One  who 
knows  the  whole  of  a  subject  will  teach  any  part  of  it  better  than 
one  who  knows  merely  that  part.  The  course  is  three  years  in 
length,  and  includes  essentially  the  same  work  as  is  done  in  the 
state  normal  schools.  Included  in  this  department  is  the  Model 
School,  to  which  a  limited  number  of  scholars  of  the  primary  and 
intermediate  grades  are  admitted.  Those  completing  the  Normal 
Course  are  required  to  study  the  theory  of  teaching,  after  which 
they  must  put  their  knowledge  to  practical  test  by  actual  teaching 
in  the  Model  School,  under  the  supervision  of  competent  teachers. 
"The  way  to  learn  to  do  a  thing  is  to  do  it." 

School  supervisors,  desiring  to  employ  teachers,  are  invited 
to  correspond  with  the  principal  of  this  department,  who  will 
recommend  only  those  who  are  prepared  to  teach  in  the  position 
to  be  filled. 

BUSINESS  DEPARTMENT. 

It  is  the  design  of  this  department  to  give  young  men  and 
young  women  a  complete,  practical,  and  thorough  course  of 
business  training  at  the  lowest  possible  rates.  Its  association 
with  other  departments  of  the  Institute  will  offer  many  advan- 
tages which  other  commercial  schools  cannot  provide. 

Each  student  receives  individual  instruction  suited  to  his  own 
particular  wants,  thereby  enabling  him  to  proceed  in  his  course  as 
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rapidly  as  his  own  ability  and  application  will  permit.  By  this 
plan  none  are  held  in  restraint  by  those  less  advanced  or  less 
inclined  to  improve  their  opportunities. 

Students  taking  the  regular  Commercial  Course  are  allowed  to 
take  one  study  in  any  of  the  other  departments  free  of  charge. 

The  course  of  study  includes  Book-Keeping  in  all  its  branches, 
Penmanship,  Commercial  Law,  Commercial  Arithmetic,  Business 
Correspondence,  Business  Forms,  Business  Practice,  Banking, 
Type- Writing,  and  Short-Hand. 

Book-Keeping  is  the  foundation  of  a  commercial  education, 
and  hence  is  given  due  importance  in  our  system.  The  w^ork  is 
divided  into  two  departments.  Theoretical  and  Business  Practice. 

In  the  former  department  Arithmetic,  Penmanship,  Com- 
mercial Law,  business  correspondence  and  paper  are  made  to  keep 
pace  with  the  Book-Keeping,  so  that  the  pupil,  upon  completion 
of  that  study,  has  also  completed  all  the  others.  This  renders  his 
attainments  in  each  stage  of  the  work  uniform  and  systematic. 

In  business  practice,  the  student  is  given  the  necessary  blanks, 
business  documents,  stationery,  and  college  currency,  and  is 
directed  through  a  course  of  transactions,  correspondence,  and 
records,  as  thorough  and  complete  as  can  be  prepared  for  such 
a  drill.  This  necessitates  the  drawing  of  all  kinds  of  business 
documents,  such  as  orders,  advertisements,  business  letters,  notes, 
drafts,  checks,  deposit  tickets,  leases,  deeds,  mortgages,  copart- 
nership articles,  etc. 

The  College  Bank  sustains  the  same  relations  to  the  pupil 
engaged  in  business  practice  that  regular  banks  sustain  to  the 
residents  of  a  community  in  which  they  are  situated.  It  receives 
their  deposits,  pays  their  checks,  collects  their  notes  and  drafts, 
sells  domestic  and  foreign  exchange,  deals  in  stocks  and  bonds, 
issues  certificates  of  deposits,  etc. 

After  completing  the  business  practice  the  pupil  takes  a  com- 
plete banking  set,  introducing  all  books  and  transactions  used  and 
entered  into  in  our  national  banks. 

Work  in  Business  Arithmetic  is  thorough  and  practical,  differ- 
ing widely  from  ordinary  instruction  in  this  study.  It  is  taught 
from  the  business  man's  standpoint.    Only  the  shortest  and  most 
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approved  methods  are  used,  while  the  text-book  is  largely  dis- 
carded. In  fact,  it  is  the  aim  of  the  entire  course  to  develop 
independent  thinkers,  to  e?2Courage  and  not  cZ^'scourage  self- 
reliance. 

Under  Commercial  Law  the  topics  of  special  attention  are  con- 
tracts, negotiable  paper,  partnership,  corporations,  liens,  agency, 
and  real  property.  No  feature  of  the  whole  course  is  made  more 
practical  and  usable. 

Fenmanship. — Instruction  in  business  penmanship  is  given  free 
of  extra  charge  to  all  students  in  the  business  department  during 
the  full  course.  Students  from  any  other  department  are  admitted 
to  the  penmanship  class  upon  payment  of  a  fixed  tuition.  It  is  the 
aim  to  teach  a  neat,  plain,  rapid  business  hand,  entirely  devoid  of 
all  flourishes,  just  such  a  hand  as  every  business  man  admires. 
Muscular  movement  will  be  taught.  The  class  is  in  charge  of  a 
special  teacher. 

Card  and  ornamental  pen-work  will  be  executed  at  reasonable 
rates. 

Short- Hand  and  Type- Writing . — The  demand  for  short-hand 
writers  in  the  business  world  is  growing  more  pronounced  every 
year.  Business  men  have  learned  that  correspondence  that  for- 
merly consumed  the  day  may  now  be  disposed  of  in  a  few  minutes. 
This  has  made  a  demand  for  capable  stenographers  and  type- 
writers, and  the  demand  will  increase.  To  make  a  successful 
stenographer  one  ought  to  be,  at  least,  a  thorough  English  scholar, 
accurate  in  spelling,  punctuation,  capitalization,  etc. 

The  Graham  System  of  Stenography  is  taught,  and  the  Smith- 
Premier  Type-writer  is  used.  A  special  teacher  has  charge  of 
this  department. 

GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

All  books,  papers,  blanks  and  forms,  are  supplied  by  the  Prin- 
cipal. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  full  course  for  board,  tuition,  and 
books  is  less  than  $100. 

Students  in  this  department  have  all  the  general  privileges  of 
the  Institute,  such  as  access  to  the  library,  reading-room,  literary 
association,  etc. 
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They  are  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  regards 
deportment  and  discipline  as  those  in  the  literary  departments. 

Students  may  enter  for  a  two-weeks  trial,  free. 

For  further  information  address  the  Principal  of  the  Commer- 
cial Department. 

ADMISSION. 

To  enter  any  of  the  literary  courses,  one  mast  pass  a  sat- 
isfactory examination  upon  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  Geography, 
United  States  History,  Elementary  Physiology,  Reading,  and  Spell- 
ing. Students  of  lower  attainments  may  enter  the  preparatory 
year. 

Those  who  are  to  attend  the  school  for  more  than  a  term  will 
find  it  to  their  profit  to  enter  one  of  the  courses.  The  studies  follow 
each  other  in  the  natural  order  during  the  year,  and  they  are 
so  arranged  as  to  give  the  greatest  variety  of  mental  discipline 
each  term.  For  those,  however,  who  can  attend  only  at  irregular 
intervals,  arrangements  will  be  made,  so  far  as  expedient,  to  take 
any  study  included  in  the  curriculum.  A  reference  to  the  different 
courses  of  study  will  show  that  a  good  variety  is  offered  each  term. 

In  order  to  enter  advanced  classes  and  receive  the  diploma  of 
the  school,  students  must  pass  an  examination  upon  the  previous 
work  of  the  course,  or  give  certificates  of  satisfactory  work  done 
in  other  schools  of  equal  grade. 

Particular  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  classes  in  Ancient 
and  Modern  Languages  are  formed  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
term  only.  Those  entering  these  classes  later  must  be  prepared 
upon  the  work  gone  over  by  the  class. 

DISCIPLINE   AND  DEPORTMENT. 

It  is  assumed  that  students  know  what  proper  conduct  is,  and 
upon  this  assumption  the  government  of  the  school  is  based.  In 
any  case  requiring  discipline,  appeal  is  first  made  to  the  manhood 
or  womanhood  of  the  offender — the  aim  always  being  to  teach  the 
student  a  proper  self-respect  and  self-restraint. 

The  sentiment  of  this  school  is  against  anything  low  or 
"tricky,"  and  in  sympathy  with  what  is  honest,  upright,  and 
manly.    While  this  spirit  can  be  fostered  there  is  but  little  need 
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•of  a  long  code  of  rules.  Attention  is  called  to  a  few  rules,  how- 
ever, that  are  imperative. 

It  is  supposed  that  students  boarding  in  town,  away  from  their 
homes,  are  here  for  the  purpose  of  study,  and  all  such  are  under 
the  authority  of  the  Principal  at  all  times,  and  will  be  required  to 
observe  regular  study  hours  in  their  rooms,  on  every  evening 
except  Friday  and  Sunday.  Frequenting  places  of  questionable 
character,  at  any  time,  is  strictly  forbidden. 

Students  are  required  to  be  punctual  and  regular  in  their 
attendance  upon  all  school  exercises,  and  satisfactory  excuses  must 
be  given  for  each  absence  or  tardiness. 

All  non-resident  students  are  required  to  attend  the  day  service 
at  some  place  of  public  worship  on  the  Sabbath,  each  student  or 
his  parents  or  guardian  selecting  any  one  of  the  places  of  worship 
in  the  village.  Excuses  are  required  for  all  failures  to  comply 
with  this  rule. 

No  student  who  willfully  and  persistently  disregards  any  of  the 
regulations  of  the  school,  who  is  profane  or  intemperate,  or  whose 
influence  is  otherwise  pernicious,  will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the 
school. 

RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

There  are  brief  religious  exercises  each  morning  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  school.  Once  a  week,  at  the  close  of  the  afternoon 
session,  a  school  prayer-meeting  is  held,  to  which  all  are  welcome. 

LITERARY  SOCIETY. 

The  Philomusians,  a  society  organized  by  the  young  ladies 
and  gentlemen,  has  for  its  aim  the  promotion  of  an  interest  in 
music,  literature,  debate,  and  social  culture.  It  meets  in  the  school- 
room once  in  two  weeks,  at  which  time  a  well-arranged  literary 
and  musical  programme  is  carried  out.  There  is  also  a  Young 
Men's  Debating  Club,  which  meets  once  a  week. 

LIBRARY  AND  READING-ROOM. 

The  library  and  reading-room  aiford  much  real  aid  to  students. 
That  they  may  become  still  more  valuable,  contributions  of  books, 
periodicals,  and  money  are  earnestly  requested. 
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APPARATUS. 

The  laboratory,  already  well  supplied  with  chemicals  and 
apparatus,  receives  additions  each  year.  So  far  as  possible, 
classes  in  physics  and  chemistry  perform  experiments  for  them- 
selves, thus  acquiring-  confidence  in  handling  apparatus  and  more 
correct  knowledge  of  scientific  principles. 

PUBLIC  EXHIBITIONS. 

There  will  be  public  exercises  of  the  school  in  reading,  decla- 
mation and  music  on  the  last  Thursday  evening  of  the  fall  and 
winter  terms.  The  graduating  exercises  will  occur  on  the  last 
Thursday  of  the  spring  term,  when  original  addresses  will  be 
required  from  all  students  receiving  a  diploma. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

There  will  be  public  examinations  (written  and  oral),  in  the 
presence  of  the  Examining  Committee,  at  the  end  of  the  fall  term ; 
examinations  by  the  Local  P^xamining  Committee  at  the  close  of 
the  winter  term,  and  a  special  examination  of  the  graduating  class 
at  the  close  of  the  spring  term.  There  will  also  be  written  exam- 
inations in  the  middle  of  each  term.  No  student  will  be  excused 
from  these  examinations  except  for  the  best  reasons,  and  all  thus 
excused  will  be  required  to  pass  examinations  before  continuing  in 
the  course  of  study,  or  receiving  the  diploma  of  the  school.  All 
students  must  make  up  and  pass  examinations  upon  lessons  not 
recited  by  reason  of  absence,  or  they  will  be  marked  zero  upon 
the  lessons  lost.  The  standing  of  each  student  is  sent  to  the 
parent  or  guardian  at  the  close  of  the  term. 

GRADUATION. 

Young  gentlemen  and  ladies  who  have  completed  any  course 
and  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  will  be  ranked  in  the 
first,  second,  or  third  grade,  according  to  their  average  standing 
during  their  course,  and  will  receive  the  diploma  of  the  Institute, 
certifying  to  these  facts.  In  case  the  student's  deportment  has  not 
been  satisfactory  or  an  average  rank  in  scholarship  of  at  least 
sixty  per  cent,  has  not  been  obtained,  the  diploma  will  not  be 
conferred. 
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ADMISSION   TO   COLBY  UNIVERSITY. 

Graduates  from  tlie  College  Course  will  be  admitted  to  Colby 
University  without  further  examination,  on  the  certificate  of  the 
Principal  that  they  have  completed  the  course  and  have  main- 
tained an  average  scholarship  of  at  least  seventy  per  cent,  in  each 
study,  provided  that  the  said  certificate  shall  be  granted  with  the 
approval  of  the  faculty  of  the  college,  a  committee  of  whom  shall 
attend  the  examinations  of  the  Institute.

No  tuition  is  received  for  a  less  period  than  half  a  term. 
Attendance  during  any  part  of  the  first  or  second  half-term  will 
credit  for  the  full  half  except  in  case  of  sickness.  The  tuition  is 
payable  in  advance  at  the  beginning  and  middle  of  each  term. 
Each  student  is  required  to  pay  10  cents  per  term  to  defray 
incidental  expenses. 

The  "club"  system  of  boarding  has  been  adopted  by  the 
students  at  the  Dormitory.  By  co-operation  and  careful  manage- 
ment good  board  can  be  furnished  at  very  low  cost.  Thus  far  it 
has  not  exceeded  $1.65  per  week,  and  a  part  of  the  time  it  has 
cost  much  less.  Rooms  warmed  and  furnished,  are  rented  at 
prices  varying  from  50  to  75  cents  per  week,  according  to  loca- 
tion. All  of  the  rooms  will  accommodate  two  persons,  and  a  few 
will  accommodate  three.  Students  will  furnish  their  own  towels, 
napkins,  and  bedding,  except  pillows  and  mattresses.  No  young 
man  Avho  uses  tobacco  need  apply  for  a  room  in  the  dormitory. 

SCHOLARSHIP. 
Hon.  Chester  W.  Kingsley,  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  has  paid 
$500  to  be  used  to  found  a  scholarship  in  Ricker  Classical  Insti-

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HISTORY 

The  history  of  this  institution,  so  far  as  could  be  gathered, 
was  printed  in  the  catalogue  of  1886.  Briefly  stated,  the  facts 
of  its  history  are  these  : 

Houlton  Academy  was  incorporated  in  1847.  The  first  build- 
ing was  erected  in  1848  on  the  site  of  the  present  school  building, 
and  the  first  term  began  in  September  of  the  same  year.  In 
1870,  the  building  now  used  as  a  dormitory  took  the  place  of  the 
first  building  and  the  latter  was  removed  to  the  present  site  of 
the  dormitory.  The  same  year  a  course  of  study  of  three  years 
was  established. 

In  1877  Houlton  Academy  passed  into  the  hands  of  Colby 
University  and  became  the  eastern  fitting  school  for  that  college. 

In  1886  Mrs.  Catherine  L.  Wording  of  Grand  Forks,  N. 
Dakota  gave  $30,000  for  the  erection  of  a  school  building,  as  a 
memorial  to  her  husband,  William  E.  Wording,  who  had  been 
a  college  mate  and  life-long  friend  of  Dr.  Ricker.  The  ere6lion 
of  the  new  building,  Wording  Hall,  began  in  the  spring  of  1887, 
and  was  completed  and  dedicated  in  season  for  the  graduating 
exercises  on  June  27,  1888. 

The  name  of  the  institution  was  changed  to  Ricker  Classical 
Institute  in  1887.  Since  that  time  some  important  changes  have 
occurred  and  some  steps  of  progress  have  been  made. 

Five  who  have  been  trustees  of  the  institution  have  died. 
Two  of  these,  Joseph  Carr  and  Benjamin  L.  Staples,  were  the 
last  of  the  charter  members.  Mr.  Carr  died  at  his  home  in 
Bangor,  Jan.  1889,  and  Mr.  Staples  in  Houlton  in  June,  1891. 
The  three  others  whose  deaths  we  have  to  record  are  Dr.  Jotham 
Donnell,  who  died  Nov.  10,  1889,  Francis  Barnes,  July,  1893, 
and  Rev.  Leonard  Mayo,  Jan.  3,  1894. 

The  courses  of  instruction  have  been  lengthened  and  new 
courses  added. 
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In  1889  the  State  Legislature  appropriated  the  sum  of  $1000 
per  year,  for  a  term  of  ten  years,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
a  Normal  Department.  A  three  years'  course  was  marked  out 
and  in  the  fall  of  1889  the  department  was  opened  with  Mr. 
L.  M.  Felch  as  instructor.  Three  classes  have  graduated  and 
are  now  holding  good  positions  as  teachers  in  our  own  and  sur- 
rounding towns. 

In  1890  a  fourth  year  was  added  to  the  College  Preparatory 
and  English  courses.  The  benefits  of  this  change  are  already 
manifest  in  the  more  thorough  preparation  of  students  for  col- 
lege and  for  the  practical  duties  of  life. 

In  1892  the  curriculum  was  made  still  broader  by  the  addition 
of  a  Commercial  Department  with  Mr.  II.  H.  Bryant  as  in- 
strudlor.  This  course,  including  penmanship,  type- writing  and 
short-hand,  is  as  thorough  and  complete  as  is  found  in  any 
regular  Business  College. 

The  course  in  English  Literature  and  Composition  has  been 
revised  and  is  now  made  a  part  of  all  of  the  courses.  Free 
Hand  Drawing,  under  a  competent  teacher,  h:is  been  added 
to  the  regular  course,  and  is  open  to  all  students  during  their 
first  year,  without  extra  charge. 

Improvements  have  also  been  made  in  the  buildings  and 
grounds.  The  building  which  had  been  used  as  a  school  house 
previous  to  the  erection  of  Wording  Hall,  was,  in  1889,  re- 
modelled for  a  dormitory.  In  the  summer  of  1893  arrangements 
were  effected  between  the  Free  Will  Baptist  society  and  the  In- 
stitute, by  which  their  church  was  moved  to  its  present  location 
on  the  corner  of  Military  and  Kelleran  streets,  and  the  church 
lot  was  added  to  the  school  campus,  thus  enlarging  our  grounds 
to  about  five  acres. 

The  number  of  instructors  has  been  increased  from  four  to  ten 
and  the  average  attendance  of  students  from  seventy-nine  in 
1888  to  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  in  1891.,  exclusive  of  the 
model  school,  which  has  varied  from  fourteen  to  forty  children 
of  primary  and  intermediate  grades. 

In  1 89 1  the  graduates   of  the  school    held  their  first  banquet 
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and  supper  in  Wording  Hall.  This  proved  such  an  enjoyable 
occasion  that  it  has  been  repeated  every  year  since.  At  the 
meeting  in  1S92,  an  Alumni  Association  was  formed  with  Dr. 
H.  H.  Putnam  as  president,  Geo.  A.  Gorham  Jr.,  orator.  Miss 
Amanda  Carson,  poet.  The  president  for  the  following  year 
was  Parker  P.  Burleigh  2nd,  and  the  orator,  Beecher  Putnam. 
At  the  meeting  in  1894,  Frank  A.  Peabody  was  chosen 
president,  Patrick  H.  Gillen  Esq.,  orator,  and  Mr.  Frank 
Watson,  poet. 

In  March,  1S90,  a  school  paper  called  the  "Aquilo"  was 
started  by  the  students  and  has  been  published  each  month  of 
the  school  vear  since  that  time.  At  about  the  same  time,  the 
students  organized  the  Philomusian  Society  having  for  its  object 
the  promotion  of  interest  in  music,  literature,  debate,  and  social 
culture.  During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  this  society  holds 
fortnightly  meetings  in  Wording  Hall. 

Along  all  these  lines  advancement  has  been  made  and  the  out- 
look for  the  future  was  never  brighter.  The  opening  of  a  new 
railroad  into  Aroostook  marks  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  the 
growth  of  this  county.  It  means  a  growth  in  population,  an  in- 
creasing demand  for  education,  and  better  means  of  communica- 
tion between  Houlton  and  other  parts  of  the  county. 

LOCATION. 

Ricker  Classical  Institute  is  located  at  Houlton,  Me.,  a  wide- 
awake New  England  town  of  about  four  thousand  inhabitants, 
situated  in  Aroostook  County  and  accessible  by  the  Canadian  Pa- 
cific and  the  Bangor  &  Aroostook  Railroads.  The  school  build- 
ings are  in  the  center  of  the  town,  upon  high  ground,  command- 
ing a  w^ide  view  over  a  fertile  country.  With  a  permanent  en- 
dowment of  $30,000,  a  corps  of  excellent  teachers,  five  well-ar- 
ranged courses  of  study,  and  finely  equipped  buildings,  this 
school  offers  facilities  for  gaining  an  academic  education  un- 
surpassed by  any  in  the  state,  and  that,  too,  at  a  very  low  cost. 

BUILDINGS 

Wording  Hall  is  made  of  brick  and  freestone,  is   modern  in 
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archite^lure,  and  is  furnished  with  the  most  modern  appHances. 
It  is  constru(!ited  upon  hygienic  principles,  and  with  every  pro- 
vision for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  pupils.  It  contains 
twenty  rooms  for  various  purposes,  and  is  fully  adequate  to  the 
needs  of  the  school.  A  large  hall,  with  a  seating  capacity  of 
five  hundred,  adds  much  to  the  value  of  this  building.  Here  the 
anniversary  and  other  public  exercises  are  held,  the  scholars 
meet  in  occasional  social  gatherings,  and  the  whole  school  assem- 
bles once  a  day  for  calisthenic  drill. 

A  well  equipped  dormitory,  only  a  dozen  rods  from  the  Insti- 
tute, makes  a  '  convenient  home  for  students,  where  their 
health  and  comfort  may  be  guarded  by  teachers  and  matron. 
The  dormitory  contains  forty  rooms,  including  those  occupied 
by  the  Principal  and  other  teachers,  a  kitchen,  dining-room, 
students'  parlor,  and  twenty  rooms  for  students'  private  use. 
There  are  three  bath-rooms  always  heated  and  supplied  with 
hot  and  cold  water.  The  building  is  heated  throughout  by 
steam.  The  students  rooms  are  convenient  and  pleasant.  They 
are  furnished  with  bed,  mattress,  pillows,  table,  chairs,  com- 
mode, and  lamp.  If  any  student  wishes  to  add  to  this  furniture, 
he  is  at  liberty  to  do  so. 

PURPOSE. 

The  purpose  of  this  school  is,  primarily,  to  fit  young  men  i\nd 
women  for  college.  For  this  purpose  it  has  been  endowed, 
and  its  instruAors,  believing  that  a  preparation  for  a  life  of  use- 
fulness in  any  calling  can  be  made  in  no  better  way  than  by  a 
college  training,  will  use  every  effort  to  persuade  students  to 
enter  the  college  course.  But,  while  emphasizing  the  college 
preparatory  department,  the  school  also  aims  to  meet  the  de- 
mands of  those  whose  education  must  be  limited  to  an  academic 
course,  or  who  wish  to  fit  themselves  for  teachers  or  for  a  bus- 
iness life. 

COURSES. 

There  are  five  courses  of  study  ;  namely,  a  College  Prepara- 
tory, an  English  and  Scientific,  and  an  Academic  course,  of  four 
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years  each,  a  Normal  course  of  three  years,  and  a  Commercial 
Course,  which  may  be  completed  as  quickly  as  the  student  is 
able  to  do  the  work. 

The  College  Course  includes  not  only  the  Greek,  Latin,  and 
Mathematics  required  for  admission  to  college,  but  also  such 
English  branches  as  lie  at  the  foundation  of  correA  writing  and 
speaking,  and  some  of  the  elementary  sciences. 

The  English  and  Scientific  Course,  as  its  name  implies,  em- 
braces the  sciences  and  English  branches,  although  French  may 
be  substituted  for  one  study  during  two  years. 

The  Academic  Course  is  designed  more  especially  for  young 
ladies  who  wish  to  study  Latin,  but  do  not  have  a  college  educa- 
tion in  view.  During  two  years  French  may  be  substituted  for 
the  English  branch  designated  in  the  course. 

NORMAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Normal  Course,  introduced  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
term,  1889,  is  now  proving  of  great  benefit  to  those  who  avail 
themselves  of  its  training.  It  is  supported  by  the  state,  and  is 
under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Superintendent. 

The  two  things  necessary  to  make  successful  teachers  are, 
first,  accurate  and  comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  subjedl 
taught,  and,  second,  skill  to  impart  this  knowledge  to  others. 
One  who  knows  the  whole  of  a  subject  will  teach  any  part  of  it 
better  than  one  who  knows  merely  that  part.  The  course  is 
three  years  in  length,  and  includes  essentially  the  same  work  as 
is  done  in  the  state  normal  schools.  Those  completing  the 
Normal  Course  are  required  to  study  the  theory  of  teaching, 
after  w^hich  they  must  put  their  knowledge  to  pra(^tical  test  by 
actual  teaching  in  the  Model  School,  under  the  supervision  of 
competent  teachers.  "The  way  to  learn  to  do  a  thing  is  to  do  it." 

School  supervisors,  desiring  to  employ  teachers,  are  invited 
to  correspond  with  the  principal  of  this  department,  who  will 
recommend  only  those  who  are  prepared  to  teach  in  the  position 
to  be  filled. 

BUSINESS  DEPARTMENT. 

It  is  the  design  of  this  department  to  give  young  men  and 
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young  women  a  complete,  pra6lical,  and  thorough  course  of 
business  training  at  the  lowest  possible  rates.  Its  association 
with  other  departments  of  the  Institute  will  offer  many  advan- 
tages which  other  commercial  schools  cannot  give. 

Each  student  receives  individual  instruction  suited  to  his  own 
particular  wants,  thereby  enabling  him  to  proceed  in  his  course 
as  rapidly  as  his  own  ability  and  application  will  permit.  By 
this  plan  none  are  held  in  restraint  by  those  less  advanced  or  less 
inclined  to  improve  their  opportunities. 

Students  taking  the  regular  Commercial  Course  are  allowed 
to  take  one  study  in  any  of  the  other  departments  free  of  charge. 

The  course  of  study  includes  Book-Keeping  in  all  its  branches, 
Penmanship,  Commercial  Law,  Commercial  Arithmetic,  Busi- 
ness Correspondence,  Business  Forms,  Business  Pra6lice,  Bank- 
ing, Type-Writing,  and  Short-Hand. 

Book-Keeping  is  the  foundation  of  a  commercial  education, 
and  hence  is  given  due  importance  in  our  system.  The  work  is 
divided  into  two  departments.  Theoretical  and  Business  Pra6lice. 

In  the  former  department  Arithmetic,  Penmanship,  Com- 
mercial Law,  business  correspondence  and  paper  are  made  to 
keep  pace  with  the  Book-Keeping,  so  that  the  pupil,  upon 
completion  of  that  study,  has  also  completed  all  the  others. 
This  renders  his  attainments  in  each  stage  of  the  work  uniform 
and  systematic. 

In  business  practice,  the  student  is  given  the  necessary  blanks, 
business  documents,  stationery,  and  college  currency,  and  is 
directed  through  a  course  of  transactions,  correspondence,  and 
records,  as  thorough  and  complete  as  can  be  prepared  for  such 
a  drill.  This  necessitates  the  drawing  of  all  kinds  of  business 
documents^  such  as  orders,  advertisements,  business  letters, 
notes,  drafts,  checks,  deposit  tickets,  leases,  deeds,  mortgages, 
copartnership  articles,  etc. 

The  College  Bank  sustains  the  same  relations  to  the  pupil 
engaged  in  business  pra6tice  that  regular  banks  sustain  to  the 
residents  of  a  community  in  which  they  are  situated.  It  receives 
their  deposits,  pays  theh-  checks,  collects  their  notes   and  drafts. 
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sells  domestic  and  foreign  exchange,  deals  in  stocks  and  bonds, 
issues  certificates  of  deposits,  etc. 

After  completing  the  business  pradiice  the  pupil  takes  a  com- 
plete banking  set,  introducing  all  books  and  transa6lions  used 
and  entered  into  in  our  national  banks. 

Work  in  Business  Arithmetic  is  thorough  and  pra6lical,  dif- 
fering widely  from  ordinary  instruction  in  this  study.  It  is 
taught  from  the  business  man's  standpoint.  Only  the  shortest 
and  most  approved  methods  are  used,  while  the  text-book  is 
largely  discarded.  In  fact,  it  is  the  aim  of  the  entire  course  to 
develop  independent  thinkers,  to  (?;2courage  and  not  discourage 
self-reliance. 

Under  Commercial  Law  the  topics  of  special  attention  are 
contracts,  negotiable  paper,  partnership,  corporations,  liens, 
agency,  and  real  property.  No  feature  of  the  whole  course  is 
made  more  practical  and  usable. 

J'eiimaiiship. — Instruction  in  business  penmanship  is  given 
free  of  extra  charge  to  all  students  in  the  business  department 
during  the  full  course.  Students  from  any  other  department  are 
admitted  to  the  penmanship  class  upon  payment  of  a  fixed  tui- 
tion. It  is  the  aim  to  teach  a  neat,  plain,  rapid  business  hand, 
entirely  devoid  of  all  flourishes,  just  such  a  hand  as  every  bus- 
iness man  admires.  Muscular  movement  will  be  taught.  The 
class  is  in  charge  of  a  special  teacher. 

Card  and  ornamental  pen-work  will  be  executed  at  reasonable 
rates. 

SJiort- Harid  and  Type-  W  ritijig. — The  demand  for  short- 
hand writers  in  the  business  world  is  growing  more  pronounced 
every  year.  Business  men  have  learned  that  correspondence  which 
formerly  consumed  a  day  may  now  be  disposed  of  in  a  few 
minutes.  This  has  made  a  demand  for  capable  stenographers 
and  type-w^riters,  and  the  demand  will  increase.  To  make  a 
successful  stenographer  one  ought  to  be,  at  least,  a  thorough 
English  scholar,  accurate  in  spelling,  punctuation,  capitaliza- 
tion, etc. 

The  Graham  System  of  Stenography  is  taught,  and  the  Smith- 
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Premier  Type-writer  is  used.  A  special  teacher  has  charge  of 
this  department. 

All  books,  papers,  blanks  and  forms,  are  supplied  by  the 
Principal. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  full  commercial  course  for  board, 
tuition,  and  books  is  less  than  $ioo. 

Students  in  this  department  have  all  the  general  privileges  of 
the  Institute,  such  as  access  to  the  library,  reading-room,  and 
literary  association. 

Students  may  enter  this  course  at  any  time  during  the  school 
year. 

They  are  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  regards 
deportment  and  discipline  as  those  in  the  literary  departments. 

Students  may  enter  for  a  two- weeks'  trial,  free. 

For  further  information  address  the  Principal  of  the  Com- 
mercial Department. 

ADMISSION. 

To  enter  any  of  the  literary  courses,  one  must  pass  a  satisfac- 
tory examination  upon  Grammar,  Arithmetic,  Geography, 
United  States  History,  Elementary  Physiolog}^,  Reading,  and 
Spelling.  Students  of  lower  attainments  may  enter  the  pre- 
paratory year. 

Those  who  are  to  attend  the  school  for  more  than  a  term  will 
find  it  to  their  profit  to  enter  one  of  the  courses.  The  studies 
follow  each  other  in  the  natural  order  during  the  year,  and  they 
are  so  arranged  as  to  give  the  greatest  variety  of  mental  discip- 
line each  term.  For  those,  however,  who  can  attend  only  at 
irregular  intervals,  arrangements  will  be  made,  so  far  as  ex- 
pedient, to  take  any  study  included  in  the  curriculum.  A  ref- 
erence to  the  different  courses  of  study  will  show  that  a  good 
variety  is  offered  each  term. 

In  order  to  enter  advanced  classes  and  receive  the  diploma  of 
the  school,  students  must  pass  an  examination  upon  the  previous 
work  of  the  course,  or  give  certificates  of  satisfactory  work  done 
in  other  schools  of  equal  grade. 
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Particular  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  classes  in  Ancient 
and  Modern  Languages  are  formed  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
term  only.  Those  entering  these  classes  later  must  be  prepared 
upon  the  work  gone  over  by  the  class. 

DISCIPLINE  AND  DEPORTMENT. 

It  is  assumed  that  students  know  what  proper  conduct  is,  and 
upon  this  assumption  the  government  of  the  school  is  based. 
Appeal  is  always  made  to  the  manhood  or  womanhood  of  the 
student — the  aim  being  to  teach  him  or  her  a  proper  self- 
respe6l  and  self-restraint. 

We  believe  that  the  general  sentiment  of  this  school  is  in 
sympathy  with  what  is  honest,  upright,  and  manly.  While  this 
spirit  can  be  fostered  there  is  but  little  need  of  a  long  code  of 
rules.  Attention  is  called  to  a  few  rules,  however,  that  are 
imperative. 

It  is  supposed  that  students  boarding  in  town,  away  from 
their  homes,  are  here  for  the  purpose  of  study,  and  all  such  are 
under  the  authority  of  the  Principal  at  all  times,  and  will  be 
required  to  observe  regular  study  hours  in  their  rooms  on  every 
evening  except  Friday  and  Sunday.  Frequenting  places  of 
questionable  chara6ler,  at  any  time,  is  strid:ly  forbidden.  No 
student  will  be  allowed  to  join  any  organization  or  attend  any 
places  of  amusement  which  will  take  his  interest  from  school 
duties. 

Students  are  required  to  be  pun6tual  and  regular  in  their 
attendance  upon  all  school  exercises,  and  satisfa6lory  excuses 
must  be  given  for  each  absence  or  tardiness.  Any  student  who 
leaves  town  without  the  consent  of  the  Principal  lays  himself 
liable  to  suspension. 

All  non-resident  students  are  required  to  attend  the  day  service 
at  some  place  of  public  worship  on  the  Sabbath,  each  student 
or  his  parents  or  guardian  selecting  any  one  of  the  places  of 
worship  in  the  village.  Excuses  are  required  for  all  failures  to 
comply  with  this  rule. 

No  student  who  willfully  and  persistently  disregards  any  of 
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the  regulations  of  the  school,  who  is  profane  or  intemperate,  or 
whose  influence  is  otherwise  pernicious,  will  be  allowed  to  re- 
main in  the  school. 

RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

There  are  brief  religious  exercises  each  morning  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  school.  Once  a  week,  at  the  close  of  the  afternoon 
session,  a  school  prayer-meeting  is  held,  to  which  all  are 
welcome. 

LITERARY  SOCIETY 

The  Philomusians,  a  society  organized  by  the  young  ladies 
and  gentlemen,  has  for  its  aim  the  promotion  of  an  interest  in 
music,  literature,  debate,  and  social  culture.  It  meets  in  the 
school  room  once  in  two  weeks,  at  which  time  a  well-arranged 
literary  and  musical  programme  is  carried  out.  There  is  also  a 
Young  Men's  Debating  Club,  which  meets  once  a  week  to  dis- 
cuss topics  of  the  times  and  questions  of  general  interest. 

LIBRARY  AND  READING  ROOM. 

The  Library  contains  about  seven  hundred  volumes.  It  is 
open  every  day,  and  students  are  not  only  given  free  access  to 
the  books,  but  are  encouraged  to  read  standard  authors. 

The  Reading  Room  is  supported  by  the  voluntary  contribu- 
tions of  students  and  by  the  gift  of  friends.  The  following 
papers  and  periodicals  are  found  on  its  file  :  Scribner's  Maga- 
zine, Review  of  Reviews,  Harper's  Illustrated  Weekly,  Youth's 
Companion,  Lewiston  Daily  Journal,  Bangor  Daily  Commer- 
cial, and  the  following  by  the  courtesy  of  the  editors  :  Zion's 
Advocate,  The  Examiner,  Aroostook  Times,  Star  Herald, 
Northern  Leader,  and  Woman's  Journal. 

APPARATUS. 

It  is  doubtful  if  any  other  school  of  this  grade  in  the  State  has 
a  more  convenient  chemical  and  physical  labaratory  than  has  this 
school.  The  following  pieces  of  apparatus  have  been  added 
within  a  short  time  :    Toepler-Holtz   electrical   machine,  solar 
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lantern,  induction  coil,  plunge  battery  (six  cells),  and  several 
smaller  pieces.  This  apparatus  is  not  of  the  expensive  sort 
which  is  kept  in  glass  cases  to  be  looked  at,  but  is  made  for  use. 
By  the  payment  of  a  small  fee,  students  are  allowed  to  use  the 
apparatus  in  performing  experiments,  thus  acquiring  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  subje6l  which  can  not  be  gained  by  the  study  of  a 
text  book  alone  or  by  observing  the  experiment  performed  by 
the  teacher. 

The  chemical  laboratory  is  equally  well  stocked  with  chem- 
icals. In  this  branch  also  the  experiments  are  performed  by 
each  student. 

PHYSICAL  EXERCISE. 

During  the  warmer  months  students  are  advised  to  spend  the 
recreation  periods  in  the  open  air.  The  ample  grounds  offer 
excellent  facilities  for  base  ball,  croquet,  tennis,  and  all  sorts  of 
out  of  door  sports. 

Twice  a  day,  from  November  to  June,  students  are  given 
physical  exercises  in  Memorial  Hall.  We  need  a  well  equipped 
gymnasium — every  school  needs  one  ;  the  boys  and  girls  from 
the  country  as  well  as  others — but,  in  its  absence,  the  hall  affords 
sufficient  floor  space  for  dumb-bell  practice,  marching,  Delsarte 
movements,  and  Swedish  gymnastics  without  apparatus. 

The  attention  of  friends  of  the  school  is  particularly  called  to 
this  need  of  a  gymnasium. 

PUBLIC  EXHIBITIONS. 

There  will  be  public  exercises  of  the  school  in  reading,  decla- 
mation and  music  at  the  close  of  the  fall  and  winter  terms.  The 
graduating  exercises  will  occur  on  the  last  Thursday  of  the 
spring  term,  when  original  addresses  will  be  required  from  all 
students  receiving  a  diploma. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

There  will  be  public  examinations  (written  and  oral),  in  the 
presence  of  the  Examining  Committee,  at  the  end  of  the  fall 
term,  examinations  by  the  Local  Examining  Committee  at  the 
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close  of  the  winter  term,  and  a  special  examination  of  the  grad- 
uating class  at  the  close  of  the  spring  term.  There  will  also  be 
written  examinations  in  the  middle  of  each  term.  No  student 
will  be  excused  from  these  examinations  except  for  the  best  of 
reasons,  and  all  thus  excused  will  be  required  to  pass  examina- 
tions before  continuing  in  the  course  of  study,  or  receiving  the 
diploma  of  the  school.  All  students  must  make  up  and  recite 
lessons  lost  by  reason  of  absence,  or  they  will  be  marked  zero 
upon  the  lessons  lost.  The  standing  of  each  student  is  sent  to 
the  parent  or  guardian  at  the  close  of  the  term. 

GRADUATION 

Young  gentlemen  and  ladies  who  have  completed  any  course 
and  have  passed  a  satisfa(5lory  examination  will  receive  the 
diploma  of  the  Institute  certifying  to  these  fa6ls.  In  case  the 
student's  deportment  has  not  been  satisfactory  or  an  average 
rank  in  scholarship  of  at  least  sixty  per  cent,  has  not  been 
obtained,  the  diploma  will  not  be  conferred.  Students  will  be 
ranked  in  the  first,  second  or  third  grade,  according  to  their 
average  standing  during  their  courses. 


Graduates  from  the  College  Course  will  be  admitted  to  Colby 
University  without  further  examination,  on  the  certificate  of  the 
Principal  that  they  have  completed  the  course  and  have  main- 
tained an  average  scholarship  of  at  least  seventy  per  cent,  in  each 
study,  provided  that  the  said  certificate  shall  be  granted  with  the 
approval  of  the  faculty  of  the  college,  a  committee  of  whom 
shall  attend  the  examinations  of  the  Institute.
